One compromise proposed to the 
Italians, making provision for the 
recognition of their claim to Fiume 
in exchange for the abandonment of 
their claim to the Dalmatian coast, 
was rejected. 

There are some indications of 
weakening on the part of the Itai- 
ian delegation and a disposition to 
withdraw their demands for the 
Dalmatian Hinterland if permitted 
to have the coast, the coastal water- 
shed and Fiume. 

President Wilson is inflexible in 
his position that Fiume shall not be 
annexed to Italy, thus bottling up 
Jugo-Slavia. 

Although Premier Orlando will 
probably not attend the meetings

WHEN BELA KUN 
STIRRED VIENNA. 

Vienna, April 22.—Bela Kun, the 
Hungarian communist leader (whose 
downfall is reported in today’s dis- 
patches), first attracted public no- 
tice in Vienna in the days of the 
declaration of the German-Austrian 
republic here. Kun, who appears 
not older than 25 years, and is a 
self-confessed devoted admirer of 
Lenine and Bolshevism, made a 
spectacular appearance in this cap- 
ital. Dressed in a uniform with 
stripes on his sleeves, indicating 
that he was a college student, he 
drove daily through the streets of 
Vienna in an open motor taxi, dis- 
playing a huge red flag and invit- 
ing the people to form a red guard 
for the purpose of overthrowing the 
newly formed republican govern- 
ment. 

In his speeches Kun said the fact 
that the socialistic leaders had 
shown their willingness to co-oper- 
ate with the bourgeoisie proved that 
labor must take matters into its 
own hands and that its only salva- 
tion would be sovietism. He suc- 
ceeded at the time in gathering a 
small army which he called the red 
guard.

| PRICE-FIXING BOARD 


TO RESUME ITS WORK 


Washington, April 22.—Confer- 
ences between the railroad adminis- 
tration and the departtnent of com- 
merce’s industrial board will be re- 
sumed as soon as Judge Robert S. 
Lovett, representing Director Gen- 
eral Hines, has recovered from his 
recent illness, it was reiterated to- 
day by officials of both government 
agencies. 

Reports were current during the 
day that members of the board were 
about to resign because of the re- 
ported attitude of President Wilson. 
This was denied by Secretary Red- 
field. who stated the board would 
continue, and that an effort would 
be made to reach an agreement soon 
on the steel prices in dispute. 

It became known today that in 
addition to the cablegrams President 
Wilson sent Secretary Redfield and 
Director General Hines last week, a 
third one has been received from 
the president by Mr. Redfield. The 
nature of this message has not been 
disclosed, but it was understood to 
have called attention to the impor- 
tance to the country of a working 
agreement between the board and 
the railroad administration. 


HOMES FOR SOLDIERS 


Melbourne, Monday, April 21.— 
Under the provisions of the war 
service act, which is now in force, 
members of the Australian land and 
sea forces and their dependents will 
receive assistance to a maximum of 
$3,500 from the government toward 
buying homes. 

The act provides that soldiers, 
sailors and nurses who. served 
abroad, widows and unmarried de- 
pendents of soldiers and_e sailors, 
and the mothers of soldiers and sail- 
ors whose husbands have been in- 
capacitated, may acquire dwellings 
and land from the state on a rent 
purchase system at cost, plus 5 per 
cent. The payments may be made 
weekly or monthly and can extend 
over a period from twenty to thirty- 
seven years. 

The act also provides for money 
advances on mortgages, the erec- 
tion of houses on lands of applicants 
and the taking over of existing 
mortgages.

LIMERICK STRIKERS 
UUTWIT THE TROOPS 


Limerick, April 22.—The entire 
town of Limerick was set laughing 
this afternoon over the manner in 
which the strikers who Monday aft- 
ernoon attended a hurling contest 
across the river and in the evening 
were refused permission to return 
home over the Sarsfield bridge, out- 
witted the military and got home. 

Marching from the Clare end of 
the bridge to a long pavement, they 


boarded a train for Limerick. When 
the station was reached four persons 
left the cars and tried to pass the 
soldiers at the gate. While the ar- 
gument was proceeding the other 
passengers who had remained con- 
cealed in the train darted for other 
doors ind windows and scattered in 
every direction. The guard was un- 
able to halt them and they all soon 
were home. 

The strikers who went outside the 
military limits of the city and 
who were not permitted ‘to re- 
turn over the Sarsfield bridge last 
evening because they would not 
show military permits, spent the 
night on the bridge and resumed 
their demonstrations this morning. 
The soldiers were still obdurate 
and would not permit the strikers 
to cross the bridge. 

When the first strikers were re- 
fused admittance to the city they 
were joined by others, but before 
the crowd grew to very large pro- 
portions, the guard was quickly re- 
enforced, the engine of a tank sta- 
tioned at the Limerick side of the 
bridge was started and guns were 
trained on the crowds. Fifty mem- 
bers of the royal Irish constabu- 
lary hastened from the _ barracks 
and took a position at the center of 
the bridge, effectively blocking it. 

A Franciscan monk, bareheaded 
and sandalled, came to the bridge 
and, after talking with the military 
commander, conversed with strike 
leaders, but his efforts were with- 
out result.

Newport News, April 22.—Military 
police tonight are patrolling the ne- 
gro section of the city as the result 
late this afternoon of a near riot 
which followed the accidental 
wounding of a negro girl by a mil- 
itary guard.

One of the big retail concerns of that city offered a series of cash 
prizes to the public school children of that city for the best essays on 


‘‘Why We Should Trade at Home.’’ 


A great number of essays were 


submitted, all of them good, showing that even the children of a com- 
munity recognize the importance of buying at home. 


The essays in question dealt entirely with the consumers’ side of the 
question, but in them were used the same logical and sensible argu- 
ments as to why local merchants should buy from home manufacturers 
as well as why home people should call for and use the goods made at 


home. 


In part, here is the essay written by a little schoolgirl which secured 


for her $40 in cash: 


“There are many, people

Some of the most brilliant pages 
in the regiment’s history were made 
during the peninsular war, 
lasted from 1809 to 1814.

U. 8. WAR VETERANS COMING 


In connection with the Liberty 
Loan campaign now in progress 
Captain W. S. Coburn, formerly 
& prominent attorney of Atlan- 
ta, who has been with the expe- 
ditionary force in France for the 
Past nine months, wires that he 
will arrive in Atlanta this morn- 
ing with ninety-five veterans. 
who saw some hard service on 
the western front during the 
closing days of the war. 

Captain Coburn was connected 
with the old Fifth Georgia regi- 
ment prior to the declaration of 
war and previous to that time 
Saw service in Mexico with this 
command. For over a year 
prior to leaving for France he 
was held at Camp Wheeler, Ma- 
con, Ga., as instructor for -he 
boys who cleared through that 
camp for service in Europe. 

He was severely wounded dur- 
ing the last great drive, prior to 
the signing of the armistice, but 
has almost completely recovered. 
Up to a short time ago he form- 
ed part of the force of occupan- 
cy in Germany. All of the men 
who accompany him on this trip 
to their home town distinguished 
themselves under most trying 
conditions. 


Encouraging reports on the prog- 
ress of the Victory Liberty Loan 
campaign in the Sixth Federal Re- 
serve district were received yester- 
day at headquarters from all parts 
of the district. The second day of 
the drive closed with twelve coun- 
lies “over the top” and many ap- 
proaching their quotas. 

The most surprising feature of 
the early stages of the campaign 
were the developments in counties 
where the workers felt they were 
confronted with a huge task in rais- 
ing their quotas.

GLASS MAKES PLEA 
FOR VICTORY LOAN 


Louisville, Ky., April 22.—Scores 
of bankers, loan workers and sol- 
diers here tonight heard Secretary 
of the Treasury Glass in an address 
tell why the American people should 
oversubscribe the Victory loan as 
they have the previous four issues. 

“The way for Victory loan work- 
ers to meet those who charge ex- 
travagance and waste during the 
war, is to ask them whether it were 
Detter to spend millions of dollars 
or millions of lives,” declared Mr. 
Glass. Hhe then proceeded to pay 
tribute to the Liberty loan workers, 
saying that nowhere this side of the 
trenches of continental! Europe or 
the disturbed waters of the English 
channel was there finer patriotism 
manifested than that shown by the 
Liberty loan workers of the United 
States. 

Discussing terms of the Victory 
loan, the secretary said: 

“They told me to make them at- 
tractive. Sometimes I am afraid 
we made them too attractive for the 
treasury department was bitterly as- 
sailed by a New York journal! re- 
cently for the liberal terms of this 
last loan.

‘Having followed closely the newspaper articles about the 


crematory and he proposed bond issue for $300,000 with which 


to utilize ‘waste steam’ at the plant, I deem it my duty to give 


you some facts which have recently come under my observation. 


‘About six weeks ago Councilmen J. R. Nutting, J. J. 


Baker and myself were named by the Board of Health to look 


into the conditions at the crematory. I have made several un- 


successful attempts to get a meeting of this committee, and, fail- 


ing to do so, have made some investigations myself. 


‘To start with, upon going to the crematory I was informed 


that I was the first health officer who had ever been to the plant; 


and [ found conditions deplorable. The roof was badly out of 


repair, and the machinery in the plant is being damaged on this 


account. Recently the rains so damaged two dynamos that they 


had to be rewound at a cost of $100 each. 


‘‘I found that the garbage being consumed was chiefly trash, 
waste paper and other inflammable matter, while the garbage, 
which should really be incinerated, such as dead animals, dogs 
and cats, and decaying vegetable and animal matter, was being 
carried to the various garbage dumps in the city. And, while I 
am no engineer, it was apparent to me that the lack of uniform 
heat produced by the material burned would not generate steam 


for commercial purposes. 


‘I found further that a great deal of the garbage is uncon- 
sumed, and that about $24,000 a year is being spent by the city 
for hauling ashes and unconsumed garbage away from the in- 


clu..ator. 


‘In my opinion, this plant is not being operated with any de- 
gree of efficiency, and it would be simply a waste of money to 
authorize $300,000 or any other amount in bonds to convert it 
into an electric generating plant; and, believing that the voters 
ought to know the real conditions before they cast their ballots 
on the 23d, I am giving you briefly such facts as I have gathered.

NEW YORK TEACHERS 
GIVEN SALARY RAISES 


The Constitution has received the 
following communication on the 
higher tax and bond election: 

“Editor Constitution: Bt 38 tae 
‘eleventh hour’ in all things that 
concern the election which is to 
take place today, and I wish to 
SZive you an interesting bit of news, 
Which should set the voters of At- 
lanta to thinking as they have never 
thought before on the problem of 
our schools, and the other improve- 
ments, which are to be subserved 
by the success of this election. 

“The legislature of the state of 
New York has just passed, without 
a single dissenting vote, an ap- 
propriation bill carrying five mil- 
lion three hundred thousand dol- 
lars, every dollar of which is to 
be devoted to the increase of teach- 
ers’ salaries in that state. As there 
are about 53,000 teachers in the pub- 
lic schools of the state, this will 
give each man and woman in the 
service an increase of $100. 

“With a great commonwealth like 
New York setting us such an exam- 
ple it appears that the city of At- 
lanta ought not to hesitate one mo- 
ment about her action in this elec- 
tion; especially as our problems are 
Practically the same as theirs, and 
the needs of our. teachers, and of our 
schools are quite as urgent as any 
which exist elsewhere.
